Company of Georgia state that they will 
be ready to begin work as soon as «lie 
contract js signed. It will take a few 
Gays to get the necessary tools ready. 

The work will be started on the corner 
of Peachtree and Ellis streets, ang one 
Side of the street will be torn up and re- 
paved before the other side is touched.
